To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  law,  I  have  the  honor 
herewith  to  present  to  your  honorable  body  the  following 
biennial  report  of  this  department  of  the  public  service.  The 
report  commences  December  1,  1870,  and  ends  December  1, 
1872.  I  have  been  obliged  to  anticipate,  a  few  days,  the  ope¬ 
ration  of  the  new  statute  in  regard  to  this  matter,  in  order  to 
have  the  report  and  catalogue  published  in  readiness  for  the 
Legislature,  at  its  meeting  the  first  of  January. 

Since  the  last  regular  session  of  the  Legislature,  I  have 
caused  the  Library  to  be  removed  from  the  dilapidated  and 
unsightly  rooms  in  the  old  Capitol  Building,  to  commodious 
quarters  in  the  third  story  of  the  new  State  Office  edifice. 
The  Library  is  now  contained  in  four  rooms.  The  Law 
Department  is  contiguous  to  the  Supreme  Court  rooms,  afford¬ 
ing  at  once  a  great  and  needed  convenience  to  the  bench  and 
bar  of  that  tribunal.  In  fitting  up  the  new  rooms,  I  have 
endeavored  to  exercise  the  most  rigid  economy,  in  making  use 
of  the  old  furniture  as  far  as  practicable.  Some  of  this  furni¬ 
ture  was  used  in  the  old  Capitol,  in  Detroit.  In  arranging 
the  alcoves  and  shelves,  the  utmost  regard  has  been  had  to 
obtain  as  much  space  as  possible.  The  books  are  now  arranged 
in  cases,  properly  classified,  and  easy  of  access ;  a  matter  that 
could  not  be  accomplished  in  the  old  rooms.  Convenient 
spaces  are  left  for  new  books  that  may  be  received.  We  can 
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now,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  congratulate  the  people 
of  Michigan,  that  their  State  Library  lias  first-class  accom¬ 
modations. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  there  have  been  received 
into  the  Library,  from  all  sources,  7,519  books  and  pamphlets; 
received  in  detail  as  follows,  viz:  from  purchases,  174  vol¬ 
umes;  through  the  medium  of  donations:  from  Michigan, 
5,102  volumes;  from  the  United  States,  957  volumes;  miscel¬ 
laneous  sources,  205  volumes ;  by  miscellaneous  exchanges,  153 
volumes;  inter-State  exchanges,  059  volumes.  During  the  same 
period,  there  has  been  sent  from  the  Library,  for  inter-State 
exchanges,  803  volumes;  and  miscellaneous,  40(3  volumes. 

The  total  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  of  every  descrip¬ 
tion,  now  in  the  Library,  including  duplicates,  is  30,257.  Of 
course  a  large  number  of  these  books  are  duplicates,  received 
from  our  own  and  other  States  and  the  United  States. 

The  duplicates  deposited  or  donated  by  our  own  State,  are 
continually  being  withdrawn,  in  order  to  carry  out  fully  the 
system  of  inter-State  and  miscellaneous  exchanges. 

The  numbers  and  titles  of  the  books  received  within  the 
past  two  years,  may  be  found  in  the  various  exhibits  attached 
to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

In  regard  to  our  system  of  exchanges,  we  are  sadly  deficient 
in  one  respect.  Several  of  our  sister  States  have  instituted 
exchanges  with  foreign  countries,  by  which  their  own  State 
Libraries  have  been  greatly  enriched.  Our  own  State  has  no 
system  of  this  kind,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  advisable  that 
such  a  system  be  established  by  our  own  Legislature,  and  that 
an  adequate  sum  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
freight  on  books  sent  to  us  from  foreign  countries.  Books 
published  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Michigan  can  be 
evenly  exchanged  for  books  from  England,  Scotland,  Ireland, 
Germany,  and  Italy.  These  books  would  be  of  incalculable 
value  to  our  library,  and  the  actual  outlay  for  obtaining  the 
same  would  be  only  the  freight :,  there  being  no  tariff'  on  books 
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sent  to  public  libraries.  I  would  respectfully  invite  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Legislature  to  this  matter,  deeming  it  one  of  great 
importance,  and  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

A  State  Library,  being  one  particularly  used  for  reference, 
should  contain  such  works  as  cannot  be  found  in  common  and 
private  libraries. 

Our  State  Library  should  contain,  regardless  of  expense, 
every  book,  pamphlet,  magazine,  manuscript,  and  paper  that 
contains  anything  pertaining  to  the  history,  condition, 
resources,  etc.,  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  Such  works  cannot 
be  calculated  in  real  value,  by  dollars  and  cents.  In  addition 
to  works  having  a  bearing  on  our  own  State,  especial  attention 
should  be  paid  to  the  purchase  of  works  pertaining  to  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  Very  many  rare  and  valuable 
works,  relating  to  the  early  history  of  America,  have  been 
re-printed  in  limited  quantities  quite  lately,  and  should  be 
secured  at  once  for  this  library.  It  is  well  known  and  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  the  benefits  of  large  libraries  are  confined  to  no 
special  locality,  and  that  the  accumulation  of  books  for  refer¬ 
ence  is  recognized  as  a  public  necessity.  They  furnish  the 
professional  man,  the  statesman,  the  agriculturalist,  and  others, 
with  works  which  they  need  to  consult,  which  for  the  use  of  a 
private  citizen  of  limited  means  are  invaluable,  and  can  only 
be  afforded  by  the  most  wealthy.  Such  a  library  is  especially 
valuable  to  all  departments  of  the  State  government.  It  is 
true  economy  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  purchase  the  best 
books  of  every  kind  that  may  be  needed,  as  near  the  time  of 
their  publication  as  possible,  as  delay,  in  most  cases,  greatly 
increases  the  cost  of  such  publications.  In  addition  to  his¬ 
torical  works  that  I  have  alluded  to  above,  our  Library  is 
greatly  deficient  in  legal  works,  and  the  paucity  of  the  latter 
has  been  a  proper  and  just  cause  of  complaint  on  the  part  of 
the  bench  and  bar  for  a  series  of  years.  The  judiciary  is 
acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of 
the  State  government.  The  Supreme  Court  is  the  final  arbiter 
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of  many  legal  questions,  involving,  sometimes,  thousands  of 
dollars  of  a  large,  wealthy,  and  heavy- tax-paying  class  of  citi¬ 
zens.  This  court  should  have  at  its  command  such  legal  works 
as  are  almost  absolutely  necessary  for  it  in  making  up  its  decis¬ 
ions.  I  have  prepared  a  list  of  law  books  which  the  Library 
absolutely  needs  at  once,  and  which  is  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Legislature. 

We  have  a  series  of  micellaneous  works  commenced ,  the 
interruption  of  which  would  prove  seriously  detrimental.  The 
series  should  be  continued.  Then  again,  a  large  number  of 
reference  works,  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  are  needed.  J 
would,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  of  your  honorable  bod}7,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  books  for  the  State  Library,  the 
sum  of  $2,500  to  be  expended  in  1873,  and  $2,500  to  be 
expended  in  1874;  said  sums  to  be  used  under  the  joint  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor  and  State  Librarian.  These  sums  may 
appear  large,  but  are  not  of  that  character  when  compared 
with  sums  expended  by  our  sister  States,  for  their  respective 
State  Libraries.  We  will  instance  a  few  examples  of  what 
other  States  have  done  in  this  direction. 

In  Indiana,  during  the  year  1871,  the  sum  drawn  from  the 
State  Treasury  on  account  of  the  Law  Library,  was  $0,555.55. 
California  paid  recently,  in  coin,  $14,500  for  law  books  for  her 
State  Library.  Ohio,  in  18G8,  appropriated  $3,500,  and 
Maine  appropriates  annually,  $1,000.  Minnesota,  during  the 
years  1868-09-70-71,  appropriated  $2,900  besides  making  gen¬ 
erous  provisions  for  her  historical  society.  Kansas,  in  1870 
and  1872,  appropriated  $5,000.  During  the  year  1871,  Iowa 
added  to  her  State  Library,  English,  Irish,  and  Scotch  Law 
Deports  and  Statutes,  making  the  sets  complete  up  to  the 
present  time,  besides  the  sets  of  the  United  States  and  the 
various  State  Reports ;  and  the  Legislature  of  1872,  made  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000,  to  be  expended  annually  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  books  for  her  State  Library;  and  this,  too,  notwith¬ 
standing  she  is  building  a  new  State  Capitol.  Surely  Mich- 
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igan  ought  not  to  lag  behind  her  sister  States  (especially 
several  younger  than  herself),  in  this  direction.  Michigan, 
within  the  past  nine  years,  has  expended  in  the  aggregate 
$2,300  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  her  State  Library- 
being  $255,  and  a  fraction  annually.  hTo  appropriation  or 
provision  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  this  Library  has  been 
made  since  1837,  until  the  year  1863.  We  now  ask  the 
modest  sum  of  $5,000  for  two  years,  to  be  expended  in  the 
purchase  of  books,  and  confidently  believe  that  an  intelligent 
and  generous  Legislature  will  appropriate  that  amount. 

Great  care  and  circumspection  are  absolutely  needed  in  the 
management  of  this  department,  to  prevent  the  misplacement 
and  loss  of  books  and  papers,  as  the  Librarian  is  not  allowed 
any  assistant  or  clerk ;  hence  I  have  adopted  a  set  of  rules  that 
may  appear  rigid,  but  I  find  them  to  be  absolutely  necessary. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  since  my  last  report  there  is  but  one 
book  missing  from  our  library  shelves,  and  for  which  I  cannot 
account. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  Library  has  been  kept  open 
on  an  average  of  eight  hours  per  day,  Sundays  only  excepted. 
The  incidental  expenses  of  the  Library  are  allowed  by  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  the  items  thereof  may  be  found 
in  their  annual  reports. 

The  proper  vouchers  for  the  expenditure  of  the  appropria¬ 
tion  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  books,  may 
be  found  on  file  in  this  office. 

Our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  hereby  tendered  to  several 
donors  of  books  to  the  Library ;  also  to  several  citizens  of 
Lansing  for  a  portrait  of  Gov.  If.  P.  Baldwin ;  also  to  Hon. 
Wm.  W.  Crapo  of  Xew  Bedford,  Mass.,  for  a  portrait  of  his 
father,  the  late  lamented  Governor,  H.  H.  Crapo. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  earnestly  invite  donations  to  this 
Library,  of  any  books  or  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of 
Michigan,  or  any  other  books.  Specimens  of  Michigan  woods, 
minerals,  geological  formations,  flowers,  leaves,  Indian  relics, 
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and  curiosities  of  any  kind  are  solicited,  and  shall  have  a  place 
in  our  museum. 

I  have  prepared,  with  much  care  and  great  labor,  a  catalogue 
of  the  Library,  which,  with  this  report,  is  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted  to  your  charitable  consideration.
